Only a week ago the Belgian p re­ 
m ier, C harles de Broq u eville. declared: 
"N o governm ent cou ld yield to a 
s trik e of this natu re. 
T o do so wou ld 
b e to abdicate.” 
N evertheless 
th e strik e 
seem s to 
have m ade su fficient im p ression on 
th e governm ent to indu ce it to u nbend 
from its u ncom p rom ising attitu d e far 
enou gh to insu re the term ination of a 
situ ation w hich already has cost the 
cou ntry m any millions and is daily 
driving 
aw ay 
from 
m anu factu rers 
cu stom ers they may never win back. 
T he decision 
to com p rom ise 
was 
reached by th e cabinet and th e p re­ 
m ier annou nced

T his p rovides th a t th e eq u alization of

Concessions to Workers. 


King A lbert conferred for a long 
tim e with P rem ier C harles de Broq u e­ 
ville and it was agreed to settle the 
strik e by m aking concessions to th e 
w orkers, who com p laiu of the system 
by which p ersons enjoying higher in­ 
com es or having a su p erior edu cation 
a re given su p p lem entary voteB. 
T he Socialists generally ap p ear to 
be satisfied w ith the resu lt. 
It is stated th a t an e xtra p arlia­ 
m entary com m ittee will be ap p ointed 
by the c h am b er and king to consider 
and re|)crt on th e q u estion of consti­ 
tu tional revision. T his com m ittee will 
be com p osed of dep u ties and em inent 
scientists, Ju rists and others. 
A cau cu s a fte r the session of the 
ch am b e r decided to call a m eeting of 
th e generu i strik e com m ittee which 
will convoke a national congress of 
th e Socialist l.abor p arty, com p rising 
1,300 rep resentatives of all th e u nions, 
T h u rsd ay. 
T his congress is emp ow 
ered to te rm ina te th e general strike. 
T h ere u ndou btedly is m u ch d issat­ 
isfaction am ong the rank and file of 
th e strik ers, who feel th a t they m u st 
w ait too long for th e desired reform. 
Bu t 
the lenders 
are u nanim ou s 
in 
th e ir wish to end th e strike. 
M. Van- 
dersmisBen, th e general se cretary of 
th e strike, declared th a t it w as a 
m ore com p lete victory th an cou ld be 
hop ed for afte r only a w eek’s strike. 
T h ere is little dou bt th at the stru g­ 
gle will be ended, excep t, |tossibly. In 
th e case of the coal m iners, who now 
th re a te n to strik e for higher wages.

Brussels, April 23.— Owing in g re at

Masson, and the g reat strike for m a n ­ 
hood suffrage, which, on account of 
th e rem ark able discipline m aintained, 
th e solidarity of those who Joined in 
th e m ovem ent and skillful o rganiza­ 
tion, is unique In history, will be called 
off Thursday. 
Only a week ago the Belgian p re­ 
mier, Charles de Broqueville, declared: 
"N o governm ent could yield to a 
strik e of this nature. 
To do so would 
be to abdicate.” 
N evertheless 
th e strik e 
seem s to 
have m ade sufficient im pression on 
the governm ent to induce it to unbend 
from Its uncom prom ising attitu d e far 
enough to insure the term ination of a 
situation w hich already has cost the 
cou ntry m any millions and is daily 
driving 
aw ay 
from 
m anu facturers 
custom ers they m ay never win back. 
T he decision 
to com prom ise 
w as 
reached by th e cabinet and th e p re­ 
m ier announced 
in th e 
cham ber of 
dep uties 
th a t 
th e 
governm ent had 
m ad e 
M. M asson’s 
motion its own. 
This provides th a t th e equalization of 
the p arliam entary franchise shall be 
im m ediately tak en up for con sid era­ 
tion in the even t th a t a p arliam entary 
com m ittee now dealing with th e pro­ 
vincial and com m unal franchise shall 
evolve a plan im proving on th e pres­ 
en t method. 


Concessions to Workers. 


King Albert conferred for a long 
tim e with P re m ie r C harles de Broque­ 
ville and it w as agreed to settle the 
strik e by m aking concessions to th e 
w orkers, who com plain of the system 
by which persons enjoying higher in­ 
com es or having a superior education 
are given su pp lem en tary votes. 
T he Socialists generally ap p ear to 
be satisfied w ith th e result. 
It is stated th a t an ex tra parlia­ 
m en tary co m m ittee will be appointed 
by the c ham b er and king to consider 
and report on th e question of consti­ 
tutional revision. T his com m ittee will 
be composed of deputies and em in ent 
scientists, ju rists and others. 
A caucus a fte r the session of the 
ch am be r decided to call a m eeting of 
th e general strik e com m ittee which 
will convoke a national congress of 
th e Socialist I^abor party, com prising 
1,300 rep resen tativ es of all the unions, 
T hursday. 
T his congress is em pow ­ 
ered to term in a te th e general strike. 
T here undoubtedly is much dissat­ 
isfaction am ong th e rank and file of 
the strikers, who feel th a t they m u st 
w ait too long for th e desired reform . 
But the leaders 
are unanim ous 
in 
their wish to end th e strike. 
M. Van- 
dersm issen, th e general secretary of 
th e strike, declared th a t It was a 
m ore com plete victory than could be 
hoped for a fte r only a w eek's strike. 
T here is little doubt th at the stru g ­ 
gle will be ended, except, ix>ssibly, in 
th e case of th e coal miners, who now 
th re a te n to strik e for higher wages.

W ashington, April 23.— P rese n t in­ 
dications are th a t when th e U n der­ 
wood tariff hill 
reaches the sen ate 
w heat and o th e r grains, w hose prod­ 
ucts are adm itted w ithout paym ent 
of duty, will be tran sferred to th e free 
list 
It is understood an agreem en t 
has been reached betw een the house 
and the senate leaders th at w h eat shall 
be placed on th e free list. 
This proposition was bitterly fought 
by N orthw estern senators. T hey think 
th at the rates of the farm products 
already have been cut sufficiently and 
th at adequate com pensations in the 
way of reductions on m anu factures 
are not provided. 
R ep resen tative H am m ond of M inne­ 
sota m ade a hot fight in th e com m ittee 
on ways and m eans to keep w heat on 
th e dutiable list and he does not tak e 
kindly to the suggestion th at the lead­ 
ers have en tered into a bargain to 
put it on th e free list. 
By a strict party vote th e sen ate 
finance com m ittee decided finally th a t 
no public hearin gs will be given uj>on 
the tariff bill when it reaches the sen ­ 
ate. 
Interested persons will be given 
a full opportunity, however, to file 
briefs or s ta te m e n ts with the com m it­ 
tee bearing on any of th e tariff sched­ 
ules. 
T he decision is expected to sh orten 
m aterially the tim e consum ed in g et­ 
ting the tariff bill before the sen ate 
for consideration. 
Tariff deb ate opened in th e house

Different bu­ 
reaus and divisions have been investi­ 
gated by bis efficiency commission w ith 
a view of im proving th e business of 
th e departm ent. 
Ile Intends to have 
the investigations go fu rth e r a nd to 


I ascertain w hy th e mnil should not be 
J collected, 
dispatched 
and 
delivered 
w ith expedition and th e num b er of 
com plaints diminished. 
If g reater efficiency Is dem anded it 
is possible th a t som e old tim e clerks 
and employees m ay have to be demoted 
or retired to private life, but th at is 
th e fate of men w ho have grow n too 
old in th e service to be of any use. 


How They Take Hie Time. 
From m orning until night th e p°st- 
m nster g eneral’s anteroom is crow ded 
w ith men who w an t to see him. 
Of 
course it is easily understood w hy sen ­ 
ators and representatives w ant to see 
him. but they m ak e up only a small 
portion of tile num ber. 
Strange as it 
m ay appear, h undreds of men come 
from all p arts pf th e country seeking 
jobs as |H)stmasters a t their home 
places. 
"W hy don’t you get your congress­ 
m a n ’s Indorsem ent?” they are asked, 
and iii reply they give forty reasons 
w hy the congressm an is against them. 
Yet they tak e chances on a trip to 
W ashington to see if they can get tho 
office despite th e congressm an’s in­ 
dorsem ent of an o th er man. 
T h u s is 
one cabinet officer’s tim e taken up 
du ring th e day. and he w orks at night 
to m ake up for his good natu re in lis­ 
tening to them. 


Color Line and the Tariff. 
You would scarcely expect to see the 
color line injected into th e tariff, b u t 
th a t Is wha% is likely to happen. 
W e 
m ay expect to see the delegate from j 
H aw aii and th e comm issioners from 
th e Philippines and 
Porto Rico all 
lined up a gain st th e free sugar provi­ 
sion in the tariff bill. 
Free su g ar will 
com pete w ith th e products of those is­ 
lands which now enter the U nited 
S tates free of duty. 
And by th e color 
line I mean th a t all of the rep resen ta­ 
tives of the Islands are dark skinned 
in appearance, dark enough to a ttra c t 
attention am ong w hite men. 


Want Them All to Go. 
D efeated 
Republican senators and 
congressm en don’t cure bow soon all 
th e Republican officeholders are tu r n ­ 
ed out either in W ashington or in their 
states and districts. 
They believe th at 
Republican officeholders retained u n ­ 
d er the D em ocratic adm inistration will 
become lukew arm , while if they are 
tu rned out they will become active p a r­ 
tisan s and work for Republican suc­ 
cess w ith greater ardor. 
None of the 
"dow n and o u t’’ Republicans are try ­ 
ing to hold fellow Republicans in office. 
T here are several men in the senate 
and house who would like to keep Re­ 
publicans in office, or at least they a re 
m aking a “bluff’’ at it from tim e to 
time. 
Generally, it may be said, the 
Republicans are willing to see the 
w orkers “go out to grass” aw hile so 
th a t they will work harder for R epub­ 
lican success next time. 


Marshall Keeps ’Em Guessing. 
O ur mild m annered vice president, 
w ith 
his soft voice, his deferential 
w ays and his retiring disposition, seem s 
to have deceived a lot of people. 
U su­ 
ally they nom inate a man for vice 
president w ho is “all right”—thnt is. 
one who will alw ays do the conven­ 
tional things, say nothing to disturb 
conditions, etc. 
Of course, they did 
not do th at in 1900. but Roosevelt is a 
p erm an ent exception to nil rules. 
W hen the governor of Indiana w as 
nam ed as vice president no one thought 
much about it. 
Now th at be is vice 
president and has developed a propen 
pity to say w h at he th in ks—and w hat ht, 
thinks has a nu m ber of startling sug­ 
gestions—they are w aking up and ta k ­ 
ing notice. 
This vice president is quite 
likely to be a p art of th e gam e for the 
next four years. 


What He Thought of Them. 
Senator Works told the new spapers 
how they ought to be conducted and 
also told a num ber of journals w h a t he 
thought 
of 
them, 
generalizing, 
of 
course, and "n am in g no names.” Sen­ 
ator Works thinks new spapers should 
not sensationalize, forgetting th a t new s­ 
papers. like all other successful lines 
of business, give their customers w hat 
they w ant. 
Senator Works w ants a 
law’, applying only to the D istrict of 
Columbia, for it could not reach else­ 
w here which would prevent any thing 
save the bare mention of any crime. 
And then he said iii closing that he did 
not expect his bill to become a law. 
th e California senator said a lot of 
tilings in his speech, but his ideas of 
censorship, he confessed, were not like- 
to be adopted.

Mr. Bryan has 
been a t w ork for some tim e upon a 
crystalization of his ideas for in te r­ 
national peace and it is understood 
th a t he will recom m end a series of 
worldwide trea tie s for the subm ission 
of all disputes to arbitration and a 
lim itation upon arm am ents. 
T he usual course of discussing his 
peace plans first with m em bers of the 
sen ate com m ittee has been chosen, it 
is understood, to pave the way in the 
senate 
for any 
subsequent tre aties 
th a t may be introduced. 
W hile m em bers of the sen ate gen­ 
erally favored the arbitratio n treaties 
negotiated 
with 
G reat Britain 
and 
F rance dr ring form er P residen t T a ft’s 
adm inistration those conventions were 
practically defeated because the sen­ 
ate would not accept th e provision for 
the subm ission of all disputes to arb i­ 
tration. 
Mr. B ryan’s suggestion as to the 
limitation of arm am ent, it is said. will 
include the proposal th at when vital 
questions have been subm itted to a 
commission of inquiry neither coun­ 
try, party to th e dispute, shall in any 
way Increase its arm am en t or m ake 
fu rth er preparation for w ar until the 
commission has reported its findings.

S acram ento, Cal., April 23.—Through 
the exchanges of telegram s between 
P residen t W ilson and G overnor Jotm- 
, «on the settled policy of the California 
adm inistration 
on 
the 
question

alien land ow nership, as agreed upon 
last 
Sunday, 
w as 
officially 
mad* 
known. 
G overnor Jo hnson 
and 
his 
party 
leaders in th e senate favored a bill ex­ 
cluding from land o w nership in fix* 
sta te all aliens ineligible to citizen­ 
ship under the laws of th e United 
States. 
Such a law probably will be 
passed, in spite of th e objections from 
W ashington, it was said. 
T he assertion is m ad e by the gov­ 
ern o r th a t a sta te law of this nature 
woukl not be in con traventio n of any 
existing laws. 
He is upheld in thi* 
view by the m ajority leaders in the 
senate, who met with him and agreed 
on th e form of th e telegraphic reply 
to P resid ent W ilson’s m essage.
